It it Ihit extended fieU, made eaey nfnixeit by mean* of the Ship CanaliU the 
Saut Ste, Marie, and Hailroadt finithrd toihe toulltern border* of Lake Superior, 
and weetward lo the Upper JUiaaouri River, that ii described in thepretent work, 
entitled '> SAILING 017 THE GREAT I.AKES." 

While Ihoiuandt of American louritts ore annually fleeting to Bvr^ae and the 
far ends of tlie earth, our own country from jJ/iiin* lo Florida, and from the 
Atlantic lo the fticifie Ocean, inelading Califomiaand Oregon, hat been »lrangelj/ 
neglected. 

In all the above Regione alluded to, in the Nort.h-we*t, heaBh prevail*, — the 
elimale pouening propertiet that invigorate the whole human frame — gitiruj 
vitality and ttrength to man that enable* him to endure f(digue and tabor to a 
•wonderful extent. Thouiandt are nov living in the Upper Pminmilanf Afir.hlgtm, 
Northern iViteonein and Minnesota that would hove long linee been in their grave* 
were it not for the recuperative elimatie infiuence that reignt in the region 
bordering on th* Great iMirt and River* of North Ainerioa, lying for the motl 
part i» a high latitude, being free from malaria and favored icith pure air and

rpHE magnitude and volume of the wfttora which rorm the ISLAHD Bb&S, 
-L or Great Lakes of America, U ao Isrgf an to esceed the comprehension 
of moat laiuds, anless the subject has bettu closely iuvesUgiitcii. Uniler the 
above designation is included Lahee Eric, Huron, Utcliigau und t?ii|)erior, 
withOreen Bay on the American side and Georgian Bay on tho Canadian 
Me of the Boundary Line which sepumtes the United States from the 
Dominina of Canada. The Straits, or connu-cting links forming the oatlela 
to this TBiit body of water, are St, Mary's River, Straita of Mackinac, St. 
Clair Uiver and Detroit River,— all large and navigahle streams, and, by 
means of the Ship Canal at the Saut Ste, Marie, are capable of floating 
VKMla of 2,000 toiiH burtlicn for a dtelunce of 1,200 miltf, from Cliicogo or 
l>ululh to Bufliilo, New York. Here navigation for a large class of vessels 
Maws at tho present time; but by the enlargement of the Welland Canal, 
or the construction of the pro|)oseil Niagara Sliij> Canal, together with the 
enlargement of the St. Lawrence Canals, ships of a large burthen could 
aail direct from Chicago or Duluth to Montreal or Quebec, and thence to 
European i>or(a. 

Before many years, no doubt, all the above facilities will be afltirded, — 
thus conferring incalculable benefits to the American and Canadian public, 
a> well na tit the commercial world. Tlien all the Lake ports on bolh sides 
of the " Inland Seas," like the Baltic and the Black Seas, or the Mediterra- 
nean, will fnrm one continued line of sen-ports, from whence can be shipped, 
at a low rail', all the agricultural and mineral wealth of a, vast region of 
cuuniry teeming with all the products that go to enrich nations, while giving 
profitable employment to thou»anda of laborer? on land and water. 

Thin great tlioroughfare, lying between two friendly nation*, should be 
carefully guarded, ao that no impediments could interfere with free and 
(iptsn navigation from the Upper Lakes to the Oulf of St. Lawrence, a die- 
taoce of upwards of 2,000 miles. 

By a late decision of the Supreme Court of the United Slates, tlie Upjier 
dakcM, including Lake Erie, with tlieir couuuting waters, were declared to

be <S^, commerciallj and legally. Congresa, nnder this decision, ia em- 
powered to improve the )iarbors of the Lakes and connecting Straitx, pre- 
euel)' an it has power to do the iiamo on tlie BHuUmrd. This eliould luiid to 
a vigorous policy in the maintenance of Federal authority, both in improv- 
ing the harbors and making provision for the safety of commerce, by guard- 
ing the chuiinda of eommuntcation againat Hny kind of obstruction. 

Tlie States wflshed by the Qreat Lokis are New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Iltinuis, WixeonBin, Miuueauta, and Ontario, 
Canada — the boundary line between the United States and the Domiuioit of 
Canada running through the centre of Lakes Superior, Uuron, t^t. (.'Inir, 
Eric, and Ontario, together with tiie connecting rivera or straits, and down 
the at IiawrencK River to the forty-Gl\b piaatlel of latitude. From thence 
the Hi. Lawrence Hows in a north-es^t direction through the Duniinion of 
Cajiada into the Oulf of St. Lawrence. 

The Liakes alone cover au area of upwards of 90,000 square miles, draining 
a surface of about 400,000 square miles of territory, siluat«d for the meet 
part on the northern conliixs of the temperate zone, being capable of sus- 
tainiiig many niiliions of inhabitants. 

Already the commerce of the Great Lakes has assumed immense proper- 
liou5,— during the year 1873, uptraids of S7,(KH) veasels of dilTerent cliuwes 
passed Port Huron, Mich., situated on the river 8L Clair, at the foot of Lake 

With all this immense shipping intRrest involved, it has been proposed by 
certain moneyed interests to bridge both the Detroit and Bt, Clair RIvcrvat sev- 
eral points, for the aMumed purpose of affording quick transit from the Wnt 
to the Atlantic seaboard. This privilege, if granted, would sn far injure lake 
ttHvigation, for all future time, as to place agrent impediment on commerce, 
that, Uta, to tho injury <tf the producer imd consumer, now struggling for 
cheap transportation. By means of lake, river and canal traus[>«rlAtlon, 
millions of money can be saved as compared with railroad diargcv, — now 
■Hiverely taxing the industries of tho country, nnd causing high prires 1'> be 
charged for mml of the neceAsuries of life. 

Ali the Iftki; cities and l-ownfl, as well as citiea on the Mitwiiwlppi and 
Atlantic stmiMiLrd, should alike take a deep Interest In i)reeerving friir> and 
uninierrapted navigation on the (/real /.n*™, as well enlarging and con.-.tn>e|. 
ing ^bip Canals, — tliua tncre-aeing tho volumouf trade through the legltimat« 
obumcl which Nature has iiruviuod. 



CANAL AND niTSB IMPROVGMBNTS. 

The |>rojio8eiJ Canat miJ Uiver Iinproveinents, in order to connect the 
waters of llic KliMisaippi River with those of the Grent Lakca ami the 
Atlantic Occnn, are of the greatrat imjiortanee. 

In addition to the Ohio Biver 1 in prove men t» and the niinoia and Michigan 
Ciiiial, which are of great advHiitage to commerce, it is prupused to construct 
a Caiiul from near Bock Island, on the Misgisaippi River, to njunctlon of the 
IllimiUauii Michigan Canal at Uennepin, 111,, a distance of about 80 miW 
Another Cunnl and River Improvement is partially conipletcd extending 
from Gruen Bay, via Lake Winnebago and Fox River, tu Portage, Wb., sit- 
lUted on the WixcDiiHin River. The latter stream onten the Missiitsippi 
Bivor a few miles l>elow I'rairie <Iu Chien, When this work is completed 
tt will furniith the most direct and convenient water route between the 
Valley of the 0ppcr Uisaiuijipi and the basin of the Great Lakes. 

By referring to tlie accompanying TUWe, showing the comparative eleva- 
tion* of oitiea, etc,, on the banks of the MisHisaippi River and ahores of the 
Great Lakes, it will bo seen that there is nearly a level divide between the 
tiro great «ystem« of navigation — the Misaissippi at Rock Island being ele- 
vated MS fert, and at Chicago, on Lake Michigan, 578 feet. 

In addition to the above iinprovcmenLi of water communication, it is pro- 
poacd tu construct the Iltiron and Otilario Ship Oiina/, to extend from Geor- 
gian Day to Toronto, situated on Lake Ontario, a distance of about lUU 
miles. The tlifference of water leve-l on this line is 344 feet, with an inter- 
vening summit level, nt Lake Simcoe, elevated about KKI feet above Lake 
Boruo. This canal, when completed, will shorten the water communica- 
tion to the Atlantic seaboard several hundred mile^. Then the channel of 
commerce can flow down the St. Lawrence River to the Ocean, or the trade 
he divci'ti'il across Lake Ontario to Oswego, or other American ports on tlie 
tbove Lnko, connecting with canal and rnllroad lines of transportation ruu- 
ning to the seaboard.

bluuniiiig OTUigo groves in the South; if be would e«oupe thv torrid heaW of the 
•nnuner Allnntir', he can find unvarying i^oroforl on the Upper Lokesarlbe Pai^ific 
ahora; nnd while [bun a waybrcr among all the itonen auil nU the climalce, he is 
■Iwa^* at home in hia uwn country, where healtli, bnpptiieH, and freedom prevail. 

While A'in boa«ts of lief Hlnmiaya MounUtiiiii, and Europe of her glaciers and 
moniilMin peakd, Amerid uui justly boast of her lakes and rivers, wkidi are of far 
graoicr value tn tho hum.-in race. In addition to tlio Valley of the Bt. Lawrence, 
tn an eil^udwi view, conxiiler the eslvnt of the rlcb Valley of Ibe Miwiwippi, — 
brigMted by the " Fatlier of Waters," with its many navigable Iributaricsi forming 
•ome fifteen chonnuiii miles of natigablo water altogellier, flowing gently into the 
Otdl of Mexico, ^ving life and vitality to a nation of <reeiuen. This view, when 
^htly consiilered, ought lo mate tho American people bleas their Creator, 

The hand of God is apparent oa the liodies of the Great T^akcs and t!ie Upper 
Hianmppi Valley, where air, water, am) Hunaliinc are blended, so as to invigonte 
thn human frnme and make life a plca&ure. The very animals arc here so fonii«d 
aa lo nitet tlie clionging seanons with coufort, being warmly dad in wiul«r niUi 
tlieir fiir-beannj; robes, which lliey ehcil tin the heat inereasus, 

Paaning from Summer to WinieTi the region of the Great Lakea undergoes a cli- 
loaiic chanjru which It Is hard lo ooni-vivi-, and alill more diflicull to describe. The 
£«ct IB atiil the land of the "Arabian Niglits" with its dcsmta and heated plains, 
while in the Western world tlio si*ne is dinngMl. Wc Iicpe have to grapple with 
One WNTelB of nature, and by observation develop more anloniahing trvilhri than Iho 
■Dcients ever conceived of in their flighla of fancy and flrtion. If Summer here 
brings its reword In the shape of renewed vegetation nnd liealili. Winter do«i the 
duty designed by Nature In keeping ever pure and eoid the watem which refreah 
milaring warm weather, making the LakeH the great refrigeralor for the benefit of 
ill* huniaii nw.«. Here the finny tribe love lo gambol in the cold waters of tlie«e 
'^JhuI 8c(U, yielding their share in supplying man with healthy and invigorating 
fc.yhich goes to lustnin the body whil« inipn-ving the intellect. 

J, while seeking for gold and fountains who™ wBlers were to prolong 
fe uid nuke man tinmorU], reached the banlu of the lurtdd llisaitdppi,

ueor ihe montb of tlie Aikanaaa River, there to ilie nnd be buried in the hot Binda 
that lined ils baot^ while hia follo^en proceeded laulliiFiird in hopes of preserving 
their lives. 

Fathbu MABquKCTB, at n later period, with the ipirit of true dUcoTery, liiving 
at heart the good of the aborigines, by whom he wm adored, wandunnl aloug the 
Nhorcsof Uie Inland Scuk; here hearing of the "Great MutsiBitippi," ho extended 
liLt trarelfl, reaching De Solo's upper Btrciun, wliicli he descended several liiinilred 
miln; but, being iofoimed b; the natives that iJie country was iuliabit«d bj 
hostile Spaniards, relumed to die on the shore of Lake Micliignn, one of the pure 
fouulains which tralv invigonl«9 and givca life.* 

Marquetle was the fimt real explorer of the Mississippi, and, after De Soto, the 
&tn European who belit'ld IL It is ao\i proposed to erect a suitable luouunioiit to 
hb memory. "The entl men propoite to UiemselTes is seldom the end tbej reach. 
God works throngh them and plana over them. ManiuetM meant the ChriiitLani- 
zntioii of u handful of auvn^w and Ihe aggrBnilizement of his kiijg. He oi>cncd 
lo ihc world tlic gigantic commerce of half a continent. They prepared (he soil 
for the growth of an inile[ie»deut people, greater than an; of the past. But 
■hough that is our destiny, let as not be deceived. It is not greatness of numbers, 
but of quality, which alone should oucupy this splendid New World, It is not 
advauoemcnt only, but adrancemenl iu the spirit of nubknr«, whicli in real pro- 
grvet. We must go, ns Mnrqaette went, eager for knowledge, for discovery, even 
for nbv and raateri:il gain, on the one hand, but, on tlie other, not less eager far 
tntth, fur freedom, for justice, for ih^ helping of every man we meeL And if iJie 
pTopoeed monument to this simple priest, who never dreamed of worldly honorn, 
sliall keep this Uioilght in the mind of a nation not loo prone Ut tronsialo the 
doctrine of muiifiat destiny into spiritual conqiiust, that monumciit may widl be 
buUd«l/'

The temieca formed hj the 8(. Clair and Detroit Kiven arc moBt Iwnallfiil, whmi 
compared with ilic low bonks of St. Cliur Lake, wViere cxtcntive marches abound.. 
For liie most pari, ibe Iieav; growth uf furwl tn»« arc cut down along the b 
or tlic a1><>vi> broad Eireaiw, fbrniing the outlet to Lukes Superior, Uioliigan, Mid 
Huron, while in tlic iMtek-ground rises the nuycstic onk and other treu of the 
Gircst. Ifslroil occupies a fine Ivrrace, riiuni; gradually from the shores of Doiniit 
River. Here steamers and nail-Tensels are seen continutdly pnaing. 

Late Erit, on its Mmtli-ennIurQ shore, pn.'sentB many fine elevatians, where 
flourlsliea the grape and other kinds of fruil, a« w«ll as o[i llic lovely island* which 
Bilom its western temiinus. TIic terrace on which (Hrpdamt standt^ elevated about 
one hundrvd feet above tlie wnlen of the Luke, is one of llie most beaullftll 
sites fur a city on all the waters of tlic Upper l.iikM, while oilier lucalitiM we 
nearly equally favored. The city <•( Suffitlo etinds on a gonlly risiug Icrrac^ U 
rivalled for healthy lutuation, convenience and beauty. 

From the heiid of Lake Superior Ut the city of Quubec, the Great Lakes anil 
River Sl Lawrence pre^^ent the ma«l uiiifiirm, clean, and loTely bonks imagioahle, 
bdng continually laved with pure, clear waters.

THE RIVER ST. LAWRENCE. 

A ride down the St. Lawrence during the summer season is regarded as a Bine 
qua rum by all pleasure-seekers in this region. The noble river abounds in varie- 
gated and fisiscinating scenery, not the least of which are the islands and the rapids. 
" The Thousand Islands " are entered upon soon after leaving Kingston, and con- 
tinue for a number of miles down the river. They are interesting only as sugges- 
tive of those convulsions of nature that must have produced them. The other 
islands of the river, of which there are many, are more attractive in their quiet 
beauty. Of the rapids, the most noted are those of the "Long Sault" and the 
" Luchine." The passage of these rapids forms the most exciting part of the trip. 
Most of these rapids are circumnavigated by canals, as, owing to the shoalness of 
the water, laden vessels cannot pass them, and they are only passed downward by 
light draught steamers, all upward bound vessels passing tlirough the canals. Be- 
sides the Welland Canal, there are eight of tlieac canals on the St. Lawrence. A 
writer, catching the inspiration of the above scene, improvised the following lines 
referring to the leading features of the trip from Kingston to Montreal : 

Down the St, Lawrence River 

We took our morning ride — 
Sweet fragrance from the summer flowers 

Exhale on every side ; 
And Nature wore her fairest dress, 

As we went out the bay. 
And in the wildest grandeur 

The " Thousand Islands " lay. 
The din of dusty cities now.

We do not Eidieve, howt^vcr, that 
the miiii^ lire foiuid on theae islanda, but that the c(ip[>er wns probably broiiglil 
from " Mim>ii);," [Iiile &oyalo,] or from other iatnnds, by floating ice, or i>ver the 
bun»ni uf tlie Lake by the iiu)ietuoua wiudE, which Hie very violent, particularly 
when ih<:v come from the north-east. 

Rctnrniii^' ftill towards the mouth of the Lake, following tlie coast on the south, 
at twenty lf!it;>K'« friira the place List mentioned, we enter the rivet (Killed " Nau- 
lounaiwn." [Otilonugon,] on whiuli is seen an emineoce where stimea and oopper 
fall luui the wiUer or upon the earth : lliey ore readily (bund. Three venra Eino& 
wc rc«-iri>d n jiic<» which was brougtit frnrn this place^ which weighed a hundre)!

Fattaei Marqnetto and his Dlsoovety of the Miulsalppl River. 

Our hero, James MABqiTBrTB, was born uf the noble family of Marquette, in 
the nortliem part of France, in the /car 1(137. In the i-ity uC Lnnn, on (he lucnu- 
dcrhig, vine-clad, olive-girt littid RiviT OL-U', where bin ancettum had nii^^tl aiiil 
exerted a wide influence Ibr gtncrolioUB belbre biro, he aUo spent bis yonthfil) 
dajs till the Bge of eevenli^en ; he then aliaciicd biniwlf to the fiocirly of Jc«ni^ 
or Jesuita, and with thero pursued a courw! of study preparatory lo the pritwlliCKK). 
When invested with ordcis, having a s^trong prcfbreiice for tlie uiiwionory worit, 
he determined lo make the wildn of America the fields for iiiii Aitiire IhIkif. So, 
in the summer of 1106, he xaili'd for Canada, on the SOth of Seplvmher, atxl landed 
Bt Quebec, then but a trading- |)ost. He wah soon recognised, by hi( cuuragt; and 
Kual, a* a man specially fitted tu advance the effort* thai bad been inailc among 
the Algonquins on Lake Superior, but vhich hod been nearly vitliigutaljcd by Uw 
incurHiona of the warlike Iroi]uoLi. Accordingly, Father J«ma Mnnincile, on (Im 
IfHb of Octobfr, of tlic same year tlint he landed, embarked again, but now in a 
bark Ciinue, ondnctcd by a couple of tlie Mission Indiana, fur tliti"Th[vu lliveri," 
there to communce the sUnly of Ilie langua^, and aoon after he pmtwdcd (o ibe 
Ottawa Mi«ion on Lake Superior. At BrM he was stationed at lh<> Saul Stc. Mari#, 
but In a few months it was dramed ezpixlienl to tviuovl- bim fartliur on Ui till 
mmictn at La PoiaW. 

The bands that lived about the snnth-wratem shore* of the Lake wwre annually

Lake Superior, the large.it of tbe 
Inland Seas, lying betweeo 46'^ 3D' and 
49° north latitude, and between U" 30' 
and 92" 3D' west longitode from Green- 
wich, is situated at a height of 600 feel 
above the Gulf of St. Lawrence, ft-ooi 
which it is distant about 1,^00 miles by 
the oourse of its outlet and the Bt. Law- 
rence river. It is 480 miles long from 
east to west, and no miles broad in its 
widest part, with ao average breadth of 
SS miles; the entire circuit being about 
1,200 miles. It is 900 feet in greatest 
depth, extending 300 feet below tbe level 
of tbe ocean. Estimated area, 31,G0U 
square miles, being by far the largest 
body of freith water on the face of tie 
globe — celebrated alike fl)r its sparkling 
purity, romantic scenery, and healthy in- 
tluenco of its surrounding climate. About 
one hundred rivers and creeks are said to 
How into the hike, tho greatest part being 
nmnU streama, and but few navigable ei- 
ocpt for canoex, owing to numerous folia 
and rapids. It diechargcs its waters east- 
ward, by tho strait, or river SL Mary, 60 
miles long, into Lake Huron, which lies 
26 feet below, there being about 30 feel 
dDKcent at tbe Saut Ste Uarle, which is 
overcome by meaoa of two locks and a 
ship conaL Its outlet, is a most lovely 
and romantic stream, embosoming a num- 
ber of largo and fertile ialanda, covered 
with a rich foliage.

Lake HIclilltail, Ifing 516 ft above 
ihe Bca, a 320 miloa long, 85 miles broad, 
Bud 700 feei deep; area, 32,000 square 
miles. Tbia Uko lies wholly within the 
aoniines of the Coiled Stales. It prs- 
eeatH a Is^ne exp>D«e of water, with but 
.'ew i.tlands, except near its 
(Le Straits of Uackinac, through which it 
dischargee its surplus waters. The strait 
is 30 01 40 miles io length, and discbBTgea 
i(9 accumulated waters into I^e Huron, 
on nearly a level with I^o Uichignn. 
At the north end of the lake, and in the 
Straits, ore aeveral large and roma 
islanda, aflbrding delightful reeorCa. 

Cirecn Bay, a most beautiful 
panse of water, coDtaioiiig several email 
islands, lies at about the same elevation 
as Lake Uicbigan; it is 100 miles long, 
!0 miles broad, and 60 feet deep; area, 
1,000 (square miles. This ia a remarkably 
pure body of water, presenting lovely 
shores, surrounded by ■ fruitful and 
heellby section of country. 

Lake Uuron, lying at a height if 
B74 feet above the sea, is 3G0 miles long, 
100 miles broad, and 750 feet greatosl 
depth I area, 31,000 square miles. This 
liikc is almost entirely free of isUnds, 
presenting a large oipanso of pure wuter. 
Its most remarkable feature is Sagiiiaw 
Bay, lying on its western border. The 
waters of thia lake are now whiteltcd by 
the sails of commerce, It being the great 
thoroughfare to and ^om I^es Michigan 
and Superior. 

Goorglan Bay, lying northeast of 
Lake Huron, and of the some altitude, 
being separaled by islands and headlands, 
ioB wholly within the cunSnes of Oaasda. 
It is 140 uilee long. 65 miles broad, and 
BOO feet io depth; area, C,O00 square 
miles. In tlie Iforth Channel, which com- 
municates with St. Uary's River, and in 
(^eurgian Bay, are innumorabU islands 
and islets, forming an interesting and ro. 
mantio feature to this pure body of water. 
All the above bodies of water, into which

IVom those flow 
ing oorlhoaat into the St. Lawrence, do 
Dot en some places oimed ten or iwentj 
feet above the level of Lakes Michigan 
and Superior : in fact, it is said that Lake 
Uicliigao, H'ben under the influence of 
high water and a strong northerly irind, 
disuhargea some of its siirfilus waters into 
the Illinois River, and thence into tbe 
Uississippi and Gulf of Mexico — so low 
is the divide at its southern terminus. 

When we consider the magnitude or 
these Great Lakes, the largoat body of 
fresh water on the globe, being connected 
by navigable Straits, or csdbIs, we may 
quot« with emphasis tlie words of an 
English writer: "How little are they 
aware, in Europe, of the extent of com- 
merce upon these 'Inland Seas,' whose 
coasts are now lined with Qourishing 
tois-ns and cities; whose waters are plow- 
ed Willi magniScent steamers, and hund- 
reds of vesaeU crowded with merchandise ! 
Svea ttie Americnos lliemselves are not 
fully aware of the ridng importsnoe of 
these great lakes, as connected with the 
Far West.

therefore 36 miles, its generslcourse is a 
few [Knnta to llie west of north. Though

" No place on the dvUlsed earth oOhra 
such atlraetions and inducements Id visi- 
tors as Kiogaro, and they can never t>e 
fuUy known ejoept to thuse who uti and 
study them, from the uticr inipo-^il-ility 
of describing such a scene as thl'^ Munder- 
ful oalaract proseuta, Wlien motion cau 
be expressed by oolor, thorc will be wsno 
hope of imputing a faint idea of it ; but 
until that can bo done, Kisgnra must l»- 
niain undesoribed."

So solid is this Bridge in its weight, 
ita Btiffnes!, and its atayini;, that not the 
■lightest motion ia comniunicated to it by 
the aeveresl galea of wind that blow up 
through the narrow gargc which it epauB. 

Nant to violpnl winds, Huspenaloo bridge 
builders dread the trotting of cattle across 
tbeir structures. Ur. RoesLniO laya that 
a heavy tmJn running aO miles an hour 
acroas his Bridge, would do lees injory 
to it than would 20 steers paaaiug on n 
trot. It is the leveresl test, next lo tlial 
of troops mardiing io time, to wldch 
bridgeiS iron or w«>odeD, auapeosion or 
tubular, can be subjected. Strict ro^^la- 
tions are enforced for the passsge of hogs, 
bor«es, and oien, iu small bodiea, and 
always on a walk. 

This great work cost only $£00,000. 
The some structure in EngUind (if it could 

eBsibly have been built there) would 
ve cost $4,000,000. It is unqueationa- 
bly tbe most admirable work of art oa 
UuB cODtinent, and will make an imper- 
ishable monument to the memorj of its 
Engineer, Joan A. Bokbuso.

Since 
the latter period the limits of the city 
have been enlarged by taking in the 
town of filack Rock ; U is now divided 
into thirteen wards, and acvording to 
Ihe Cemua of 1860, rontained 81,130 
inhabitanls,iDlS70,llT,7I.'i, being now 
the third city in point of size in the 
6ute. Thepublicbuildingsareiiunio- 
miis, and many of them fine apecimetu 
of architecture while the private build- 
ings, particularly Ihotie for buninen 
purposes, are of the mobt durable con- 
atruction and modem style.

Here are also eight 
Banking Htiuses, six SavinsB Banks, 
aeveral Fire and Marine Inguranoe 
Companies, and thirty large Elevators, 
with a capacity of storing upwards of 
8,CNX),000 hushels of grain. The BuJ- 
foLo Park is known as one of the moat 
liuDouK parks in the country.

Cleveland. " The Forest 
City," CuyuhoHa County, Ohio, ia 
situated on a plain, elevated SO feet 
above the walen of Lake Erie, at the 
mouth of the Cuyahoga river, which 
forms a secure harbor for veosels of a 
larRe class; being in K. lat. 41° 30', 
W. long. 61" 42'. The bluff on which 
it Is built rises abruptly from the Lake 
level, where stands a lighl-faouse, near 
th-e entrance into the harbor, from 
which an extensive and magnificent 
view is oblained, overlooking Die Cily, 
the meandering of the Cuyaliojpi, Iho 
line of railroads, the xbipping in the 
harbor, and the vessels posaing on the 
Lake. 

The City is r^darly and beautifully 
laid out, ornamented wilh nnmeroiw 
shade-lreea, from which it takes the 
name of "Forest Cily." Near ila

Handufikr, "Tbe Bay City," 
capital ol' Erie Co., Ohio, in a port of 
entry and u place of conBiderable trade. 
It in advantageously situated on San- 
duitkv Bav, three miles from Lake 
Erie, in S. 181.41' 27', W. long. 82» 
45'. The Bay is about twenty mile* 
long, and five or eix miles in width, 
forming u capadous and eicellenl hat^ 
bor, into wliich steamers and Tcnsels 
of all sizes ran enter with nafety. Tbe 
overage depth of water is from ten to 
twelve feet. The City is built on a bed 
of limexlone, producing a good build- 
ing material. It contains about 15,000 
inbabitiuits, ■ court-hoiise and jail, 8 
churehm, 2 banks, several well-kepi 
hoteln, and a number of large sioreii 
and manufacturing f«tabliebmenta of 
diHerent kinds.

All tlie above iilandK are celebrated 
lu (MMeeaitiiig fine (iiihing grounds; Ibc 
Baie Inlands takiiia tlieir Dames from 
the great quonlitie* of boHit taken 
diiriDg the l^pririg and Fall moDths, 
Other fish, ol a line flavor, are aixo 
takeo in the vruiers contigtioua to tlie 
above islondfl. 

Kblley's I»i.iND, tiie largent of ihe 
American group, conlaino about 2,S0O 
acres of load, being moelly iindur a 
hi^h state of cuilivatioD, about one- 
ihird of which u devoted to the cul- 
ture of grapea. Here is a population 
of about 1,1)00. On the island there 
ore 2 hotels and several private 
boardins-liouseB, aflbrding good ac- 
comaiodationB. The Idtmd Hmuf, 
Ettualed near the Hlennboal landing, 
ia the principal hotel ; it has long 
been a tavorile resort for those oeekiii^ 
health aod nleaiure. On this island 
ia located Kelley's Island Wiue (.'om- 
pany, ovcupyin); a large building over 
a cellar cut out of solid limestone, witb 
a ca^acii; of holding 100,000 gallons 
of wine. It is an object of ztvaX in- 
terest to viaitors. Here are immense 
limestone (juarriea, from whieh are 
annually shipped an enormous amount 
ofstone (or building, paving, and nnelt- 
ing purposes. 

South Bass Islaxd. (he next in 
nwf, contoitis about 1,500 acres of 
superior land, being underlaid by 
limestone; there are some 500 acres

Sailing Or rowing in Ili« 'Buy and 
around the Islands alford delighlful 
amusement and healthy ezercise, while 
a moonlight exctindon over the walun 
of the Lake ore a feature of cnjof* 
ment offered, which, nni« partici[utal 
in, are never forgotten. 

PuT-rs-BAy, now containing ahaiit 
600 inhabilanU, receivnl lia name 
and was made celebnted by being 
the rcndiavouB of Ctnnniodure I'errr'a 
flotilla liefore and aAer the dcctdn 
n.tval battle of Lake Erie, 8ept«nibcr 
10, 1813, whidi resulted in Uie enp- 
tiire of the entire Dritish fleet. Itn* 
vvn interred, under a willow ti««, iIm> 
othoers of the Americiui (leet. killed 
in the above battle^ their r«maii>i<ic- 
cupy a small spaoe, inelosed by purf* 
and chains lying near the sioambaat 
landing.

Put-in-Bay Island, 
it»elf, is noted for its many and curioiu 
aublerranean caveme, eome of which 
are very large, with smooth floors, high 
walls, and clear, cool miniature lakes^ 
apparently designed by nature to re- 
tre*b and please the weary visitor. 

On the Peninsula King north-weot 
of Sandusky Bay, and on tlie main- 
land, farther inland, in Ohio, gtapea 
are now being HuccemfLiily cultivaled, 
and native wine of a fine flavor ia pro- 
duced — equalling in reputation the 
winee of soutbern Ohio or Culiibrnia. 
The grapes raised for wine purpoeee, 
which arrive to iverfection in Sep- 
tember, sell for about five dollars a 
hundred pounds, and tho«e packed in 
boxes for the Eastern market for about 
twiro tbe above price.

GoDEBiCH, 120 miles north of D^ 
troit, is aituali>d on elevated ground at 
the mouth of Itlutland River, where is 
a good harbor. This is a very imjiur^ 
tant and growing place, where termi- 
nates the Buffaio tmd Iluron MaHrood, 
IGOmiieK in length. 

ElKCABDiNB, 30 miles from tJodfr. 
rich, is another port on the Panodian 
side of Lake Huron, where the Itrilish 
steamers land and remve (lassengcn on 
their tripe to Saugecn.

There are several large steam saw-milla, 
many with gangs of saws, and c&pable of 
sawing from four to Gve million feet of 
lumber annually i grist and flouring.mUls, 
with four run of stones, planing-milla, 
foundries, maohine shops, breweries, a 
ahip-yard, and Other manufootunng es- 
tobliiihinentB, giving employment to a 
grent number of workmen. Here is a 
well-kept hotel, and several cburcbes ; a 
bauMag office and a number of large 
stores and wareliouses. Coal of a giood 
quality is sbuudaat, being found near tbe 
river, and the recent discovery of fall 
spritigs in the oeigbborhood is of incal- 
culable value, the maoufacture of sail 
beinR carried on very e»len«iv»lv. Popu- 
Uliou in 1870, 11,350, now 14.000. 

Several tanas of steamers, and one of 
propellers, sail from this port regularly 
for Detroit and other lake ports. It is 
near the bead of navigation for lake crafl, 
where Gve rivers unite with tlie Soginuw, 
giving several hundrwl miles of water 
commuDioatioa for river rafliog and the 
Hooting of saw.logs. The surrounding 
cotiDtry is rich in pine, oak, cherry, black- 
walnut, and other valuable timber, A 
railroad ia finished from this place to 
IIoVij, «>iraeeting with the Detroit and

It rari« ht 
width from G to ^0 miles, from mainbuut 
to mainhind, and may be said to be from 
30 to 41) miles in length. Hero are good 
Ashing grounds, as well as at wvcial 
other points on Lake Huron and QeorgUa 
Bay.

About fiiteea milea aouUiwoaterly from 
UtUe Traverao we enter aiuNDTHAVERSR 
fijir, a Ibtko and beau^ul arm of the 
lake, eileuding about tbirtj miloB inlBUd. 
This bajr is divided into two parts by a, 
point of land, (rom two to four miles wide, 
extending from tlie head of the bay about 
eighloeu miles uiword the lake. The 
oountry around this bay is eicecdingl.v 
piutursBifue, and embraces one of the finest 
Bgrioultural portions of the State The 
olimaie ia mild, and f^uit and grain of all 
kinds suitable to a northern latitude are 
produced, with leas liability to injury from 
ftvst than iu some of the Boutliern portions 
of the State. 

ORand Tmvkbsb Cirr ia located at the 
bead of tlie west arm of the bay, and is 
tlie terminus of the proposed railroad from 
Qrand Rapids, a distance of about llOmilee. 

Passing out of tlie bay and around the 
point dividing the west arm from the lake, 
we first arrive at the river Atix Bea Sais. 
There ia here a natural harbor, capable of 
accommodating the larger claes of visasda 
and ateamboaCa. A town named Franc- 
roBT has been commeneed ut this p\ace, 
and with its natural odianiagea, and the 
enterprise of portioa who now contemplate 
making further improvements, it wiUwon 
become a veij desirable and convenient 
pcant for the acoommodation of navigators. 
' The ialands comprising the B^vers, 
the Munitoua, and Fox Isles sliould hero 
be noticed. The Beaven lie a little south 
at west from the entrance to the Strait of 
Mackinac, the Manitoos ■ little south of 
\hese, and the Foxes still farther down tho 
lake. These are all valuable Tor fishing 
purposes, and for wood and lumber. Lying 
in llierouteof all Iha steamboat lines Irom 



Chicago to Buffalo and the Upper I^m, 
the harbors on lliese islanda are sloppino- 
points for the boats, nnd a profitable troos 
is conducted in furnishing the neceGaar; .' 
supphea of wood, elo. 

We next arrive at Mahistek, a amsll 
but important settlement at lli« moQU) of 
the Manistee River. The harbor ia a 
natural one, bat reqinrea some ioiproro- 
ment. A large trade la carried on with 
Chicago in lumber. 

The next point of importance is the 
mouthof theiVrv JfarfueOi River. Here 
ia the terminuB of the propoeed railniad 
from Flint, in Genesee County, wmtiect' 
ing with Detroit by the Detroit and Mil- 
waukee Railway, a distance of about ISO 

The harbor is very aupcrior, ami tba 
country in the vidnity is well adapted for 
settlement. About 16 miles in the lule- 
rior is situated one of the most oimpad 
and extensive tracts of pine timber uu thtt 
wesUm coaat. 

About forty miles south of this, is tba 
county of Oceana, a small Tillage ia lack- 
ltd at the month of White Rivtr. Th« har- 
bor here in also a natural one, and tiM 
region is settled to conslderablo extvM by 
farmers. Lumber is, however, the (irttt- 
cipsl commodity, and the trade ia ;uith 
cipally with the Chitngo market. 

The next point, MuaiuaoK, atlfaenKnitli 
of the ituikigon Btvrr, Is supports prin- 
cipally by the large lumber region of 
the interior. Numerous ateam eaw-mtlte 
ore now in active operation here, giving 
the place an air I'f life and aptiriQr. 

The harbor is one of the beat on tfao 
lake, and ia at prvarnt acovasible for all the 
vessels trading between lluBkegon and 
Chicago.

Stbaits oy Macjusac— The 8i mils 
of Mackinac, where stands Mackinac 
City on the site of Old Fort Mackinac 
have b««n the theatre of interesting aud 
exciting events from the earliest times 
down to the present. While the whole 
southern portion of Michigan was yet a 
wilderness which no white roau had ever 
penetrated, Mackinac was the home of 
the iDissionary, the trader and the war- 
rior, and the centre of a valuable and 
important traffic with the Indiana of the 
NorthwesL 

These are significant bets. The early 
French Jesuits and traders fixed upon 
Mackinac as a basis of their pussiaDarr 
and commercial operations, not by mere 
chance, but because of its natural advan> 
tages. Nature alone has given it its ad- 
vantages and made it what it has been 
in history. For a series of ycare, how- 
ever, its natural seemed to be overlooked, 
and the soring wave of population rolled 
aoroee soulheni Michigan and so on lo 
the weatward. Yet it bus never been 
quite forgotten, and at (he present time 
we believe it to be rapidly rising into 
favor,owing to the fact tnat it ia apprecia- 
ted as a railroad terminus, or connection 
with lines of travel across the continent

Marlin't 
Uamb BK passed before entering the 
biy, and present a l>eautifiil appearance. 

Oabp and Pine rivers ate two smsU 
Binuuns entering into St. Martin's Bay, 
affording ao abundance of brook trout of 
It large size. From the bead of the aborc 
bay to the foot of Lake Superior, is only 
about 30 miles in a northerly direction, 
pawing through a wilderness section of 
country, xparsely inhabited by Indians, 
who have long made this region their 
iMOred hunting and fishing ground*. 



PoiHT Dk Toon. 3G miles eoat from 
Mackinac, is the site of ■ light-houM and 
settlement, at the entrance of SL Mary's 
Hiver, which is here about half a mile In 
width ; lliis passage is also called the 
West Channel At a distanoo of about 
two miles above the Point is a new ieC- 
tlement, where have been erected a atosnt- 
boat pier, a hotel, and tcreral dwellings 

DauHUONo IsL.MiD, ft large and impo^■ 
tant body of land belonging to the United 
States, is passed on the right, where are to 
be seen the ruins of an old fort erected 
by the Britiah. On the left is the mmn- 
land of Northern Michigan. Ascending 
St Mary's River, next ie passed Rorxnor 
Pipe Island, and other smaller ishinda 
on the right, presenting a bciiutifiit sp- 
pearonoe, most of then belonging lo the 
United Stoles. 

St. Joseph Ibla)ii>, 10 miles above 
Point de Tour, is s large and fertile liland 
belonging to Canada. It is about 30 
miles long from fast to west, and about 
!S miles broad, coverpd in part with a 
heavy growth of foreaHrees. Here are 
seen the rutniofan old fort erected by tha 
British, on a point ofland commanding the 
channel of the river. 

CAiu.TOKvu.Le is a, small eetttement on 
the Michigan side of Ilie river. 12 milM 
above ibe Ue Tour. Here is a steam Mw- 
mill and a few dwelling-houses. 

Like Isi-ANb is a small body of land 
belonging to the United Slatea, lying IB 
the main channel of the river, about II 
mites from its mouth. The chaunet hotv 
forms the boimdary between tlie United 
States and Canada. 

Mli> Lacb, as tt is called, owing To Hs 
waters being easily riled, Is mi cipuiFion

towns, in summer, than these islands; I 
believe the time will soon coma when neat 
summer cottages wilt be scattered along 
the steamboat route on these oharmiog 
ialanda. A «ummer could l>e deligbcnilly 
spent in eiploring for new aoenery and in 
Bsbing and eniling in these waters. 

"And Mackinnc, what an attractive littl* 
piece of Itrra fimta a that islaud— half 
ancient, half modem I The view from the 
fort is on* of the finost in the world. 
Perched on the brink of a precipice some 
two himdrcd feet above the bay — one 
takes in at a glance frtim its walls the har- 
bor, with its numerous boats and the pretty 
village^ and the whole rests OD one'a vision 
more like a picture than a reality.

wawrs might be ulilited with com- 
pantively liltle oost.

■trudeii to make the necessary surveys 
and report aa soon as practicable. 

"The point of departure from the old

The next Island approached before 
landing at Rruco Uinea is St. JoBEPb Is- 
LANl>, being a large and fertile body of 
land, with some few settlers. 

Brvck Mikes Villase Can., is ritu- 
ated on the north shore of Lake Huron, 
or the "Xorth Channel." as il is here 
called, distant £90 miles I>'om CoUingwood, 
and 50 from the Sunt ?ie. Marie. Hera 
are a Methodist chapel, a puLlic-houss, 
«nd a slore and slorehouse belonging to 
the Montreal Copper Mining Company, 
besides extensive bnildings used for CTDsh- 
ing ore and preparing it for the market; 
Dbout 7S dwellings and GOO inhabitants. 
The copper ore, after being crushed by 
powerKil machinery propelled by steam, 
is put into puddling troughs and washed 
hy water, so as to obtain nbout !0 pet 
cent. pnr« copper.

The Lake Superior Joumat gives the 
Mlavring desertption of the Bnioe Mine, 
tnm which is produood a copper ore dif- 
l^riug ffom that which is yielded by other 
mines of tliat peniosulo. 

"Tan years ago this mine was openeil, 
and large sumi expended for modunery, 
wliich proved uselesa, but it is now tin- 
der new manogemeDt, and promises ta 
yield proQtably. TwelveahatU luve beeu 
opened, one of which bus been carried 
down some 330 feet Some 300 or 300 
men are employed, all IVom the European 
taiues. Some of tlio ores are very beauCJ- 
ful to the eye, rewmbling Qne gold. After 
being taken out of tho shall, they are 
taken upon a rail-tmck l« the cruahing- 
hnuse, where they are passed botween 
larjte iron rollers, and sifted till only a 
Itiie powder remains; from theuoe to the 
■jigger. works,' where Ibey are 8l>alten in 
wnter till much of the earthy matter is 
n-imhed away, afler whioh it la piled in 
the yard ready for shipment, having more 
the itppearance of mudthaoi of copper. It 
is now mostly shipped to ijwauaea, in 
Wales, for BmelUag. ITwo yean aiuoe,

On resuming the voyage after leaving 
Bruoe Minea, the steamer runs along 
St. Joseph IsUod through a beautiful 
sheet of water, in which are emboaouiad 
aome few islands near the main shore.

Here is a Hleambonl landing, 
a public tioiue and 3 or 4 storee, 
courtliouse and jail, 3 churchen, and 600 
or 71)0 inhabitiuita. IndionaoftbeChip- 
pem tribe reaide in the Tieinity in eon- 
Bidentble numbers, they having the right 
to take fiah in the waters contiguous to 
th« Bapids. They also employ them- 
selves in running the Rapids in their 
frail bark canoes, irhcD desired by 
leiu or atrangeta — this being one of the 
most exliilorating enjoyments for those 
fond of aijualic sports. 

Th« Btreama flowing into the St. Mary's 
Bivcr and l<ake Snperior, on tlia Canada 
side, are fiivorlte reiorl« for anglers fond 
of punning the brook trout, which 
here token in liirge quantities during the 
ninuuer months. 

The country in (he rear of this frontier 
settlement is uetlled for five or nix miles; 
but a few miles farther to the north com- 
mencea an endless wildemeai^ extending 
north to within the Arctic drcle, being 
sparsely inhabiti.'d by Chippewus and 
roving tribes of Indians. 

The primitive appearance of the 
totrns on the American and Canadian 
banks of St, JIary's River, in connec- 
tion with their surrounding^ are of the 
Dioxt tnieresting chuocter. The Ship 
CnriiU and locks are the only percep- 
tible improvements made during t lie |>asl 
century, while the miietl character of the 
population on the South tihore, conuR^ 
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iiig of Americans, French, half-breediv 
and Indiana, in connecUon with llieir 
English neighbors uii the opposiiu Hide 
of the river, who are a more ariatocrntic 
class, remind one of something foreign 
to the general appearance of American 
rUlages.

Notliing but the pn^ecled railroads 
to connect with Montreal and Toronto, 
on the Canada side, and tJie niilroaii 
to b« built from this point to Mackiwu 
and Marquette, on the American wde, 
will wake up these places from their 
" Rip Van Winkle" slumbera.

In 1S22 ue Govern- 
ment of the United Slates determlniid 
upon its permanent occnpaney, anil ac- 
cordingly Gen. Brady was directed to 
proceed, in the autumn of that you, to 
this place, with six companies of infantry, 
and eri.'Ct a stockade and bnildings. 

"This post b aHisidered one of the 
healthiest on the Upper Lakes, yet Dr. 
McDougall, in his report in 1837-38 to 
the SuT^eoa-General, establishes beyond 
controversy that want of adenllon to 
sanitary science cannot be allowed even 
in this northern re^on, except at the 
most imminent risks."

S.iDT Ste. ilARlt^ filuatetl on .Si. 
Marj'a Kiver, or Strait, 56 miles above 
Point de Tour, on Lake Huron, and 15 
miles below Tonqusmenon, or While 
Fiflh Bay, it a place of groat interest to 
ImvellerB, aiid Uie place of embarkatiuti 
for fishing and pltinBtire parties, during 
the Summer months. 

From this poiut ie afforded a ^nd 
vier of the Kapids and Islands lying in 
the river, while tlie scene is umially en- 
livened bv eeeing Indiana taking whitu 
fish by meuia of s(.-oup-nets. 

On leavinR the Ship Canal, on the up- 
ward trip, a beautiful stretch of (he river 
is paaaed before arriving at Point aux 
Plin^ 7 miles, situated on the Canada 
wde. Here is a good slcamboBt landing 
and s deurable place (or fitting out fish- 
ing parties. Wauta Bay U next entered, 
beiuff an enutnsion of the river of about 
5 milea in length — Btnmd Iiiand lAghl 
is seen on the south. 

Iroqunit PoiiU and Light, on the Amei^ 
ican side, and Onu Oid, on the Canada 
side, are next passed, 15 miles &om the 
SauL The latter a a bold promontory, 
rising 500 or SOO ieet above the water. 

Tbnquameimn, or While Figh Bay, is 
now entered, presenting a wide expanse 
of water, being; about 25 miles long and 
•s many broad, with a depth of 300 or 
400 fuel. Here a scene of wonder is prt- 
senled lo iJic view from the deck of llie 
el«amcr — JWirim Jdand, attached lo 
Canada, is passed on the ri^ht, while the 
highlands toward the north rise to the 
he^hl of 800 or 1,000 feet. 

Ootilait Baji and BaldifrvnnaviigBas, 
bung famous rvsorti for trout fishing, are 
•een toward the north -east, and in the 
lar distance can be discerned Mnmainte 
i^inf, where are found copper ore and 
other metals, being the commencement of 
the nuoeinl ngiML 
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Superior, stretching about 460 mil«« in 
a north-west direction^ with an average 
width of about 100 miles, here pr«M>nts 
a grand appearance from the decli of iht 
puiiiung steamer. It lies SOO feet aboTe 
the sea, its greatest depth being 900 leet, 
extending 300 ieeC below the level of th* 
ocean; estimated area, 32,000 square 
miles. Nearly two huiidred creeks and 
rivers are said to flow into tlie lake, a few 
of which are navigable for steamers Ermn 
2 lo 20 miles. Its principal affluents 
are Uie Si. Louis Biver, Pigeon Itiver, 
Kam in istiquia River and Neplgon Biver. 
" Father of Lakes I thy waters bend 

Beyond the eagle's dIoUihI view,

In many caaeit this 
u but • few rods wide, and at no point is 
it more than tea feet higher than the 
waler. The e&stern or furtlier end curves 
inland, and h a full half mile in width. 
The entrance to the harbor is about flve- 
ei^htlu of a milu in width, and la over a 
bar where there ia from four to eight 
feet of water at all limes. This bar ia 
rery narrow, ia compoEted of about 8 feet 
of HUid renting on a clay and gravel 
bottom, and, to all appearance, never 
chaogea in shape under any circutn- 
naQeea. From the formation of the 
coast but very little chan^ ia likely lo 
be made by the action of the waters of 
the lake, even were criba built out, and 
we should not anticipate any trouble 
from the filling in of the channel. Thia 
will not certainly occur from any tie<Ii- 
mentary deposit, by reason of a current 
out of the harbor, there being no percep- 
tible one, onlyiwo or three email xtreams 
emptying into the harbor, and the whole 
of them put together not carrying water 
enough to drive a xingle saw. The har- 
bor, which might perhaps more appro- 
priMely be csiled a amall lak&wiU n/eli/ 
hold our entire IcJx nurtiie. The water 
Inidde deepens very mnidty, and once 
OTor the b»r, roaaeli will lie in ten fath- 
om* at one-half their length from the 
ihoie. So bold, iiideed, are the shoreis 
lb«t a ittsanicr could lie close enough fur 
her gang-nUnlta to reach from her decks 
to the land." 

lo all the navigation on Lake Sapc- 
rior, there la none more dreaded bv the 
Dtarinor than that from White Fiidi Point 
to Qntnd Island, and thia is e«pec 

' the CMO late in tiie iteason, when thi 
■ornia make navigation the moet hazar- 
doa<, and the heavicM and most valuable 

L M^bM an on tnuuix. This ooaat ia ex- 
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Gicd to every wind that blows from tba 
ke^ (he sweep being of its fkill widlli 
and length, and there is not at presenl a 
alngk' pWe where a landing can be madey 
or a lake steamer or vessel run for eafcty, 
in the whole diat«nce of 80 odd miles. 
The entire coast is made up either of the 
towering clifb at the weatcm end, the 
bleak hills of sand at the Sauble Bankit 
coming down to the water's edge ana 
alfering no landing, except for a amoU 
boat in pleaaant weather, or the dull low 
beach beyond — slrelchtng away for 
nearly 50 miles farther, with one singlo 
inaignificant creek — the Two Heart 
River — that a Mackinac boat can possi- 
bly enter if in smooth water, excepting 
always the harbor of Orand Marais — 
to which there ia no entrance for large 
vessels. This beach is strewed with 
wrecks from the Pictured Bocks to 
White FUh Point 

Point SahU, 10 miles brther, la el^ 
vated 300 feet above the I^e, hut afibtda 
no harbor in its vicinity, although two 
Binalt streams enter from the south. Off 
this point mjuodiugs have been mad& 
showing a depth of 120 (athonu, or 720 
feet. 

The PicTtmm Rocks, 18 miles west 
of Point Sable, constitute one of the 
greateat wonders of Lake Superior, ex- 
tending along the coast (torn the Chapel 
some 8 or 10 miles to Miner's Caatle. 
The principal objects of attraction are 
the ArrJuid Baek, or Orand Ibrlail, and 
Sail Bode, which can be seen distinctly 
from the posing steamer. The (brmef 
ia a bold promontory where is an exca- 
vation, worked by the waves, extending 
sibout 200 feet under a blufi; which juts 
QUtinlothewatenioriheLake. The PI o- 
tured Bocka can be seen to the best ad- 
vantage, from a distance, when there i« 
a favorable aunlight eSect, or by a close 
view, which is obUined by coasting along 
the precipitous rocks in a small boaL 
during cnlm weather. For upwards of 
100 tniles the coast on the Sooth Slum I 
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prewnbi an almost unliroken wildemeaa. 
Tiio bdU on (lie Bumtnil of (lie clilla is 
toterablf good, oa indicated by msple 

ifiner't River, at the moatli of which 
stands a bold proiuontorj called Miner'A 
CoHtle, is a beautifDl clear trout stream, 
falling into tlie lake over rapida. 

SnTid Point, 10 miles east of the Pic- 
tnred Rocks, h at the eastern side of 
Qnmd Iiland JIarbor, one of the most 
secure bodies of «a(«r to be found on the 
Soulh Shore. Here Lako Superior has 
its greatest width, it being about 150 
loitea to Nepigoci Bay, 

MUKiaiNa, 2 miles fiirthcr, bein;; 90 
miles west of White Fish Point, is the 
firet landing or settlement lying on tlic 
South Shore. For the whole of this di^ 
tan?e themaiiner is threatened with ship- 
wreck io stormy weather, which unnally 
0CCIII3 during the spring and nutumn 
monlliB. At Munising is a amnll scttlc' 
ment, and a pood hotel for the aceomnio- 
dalion of visitors deairouH of fishing and 
Tinting the Pictured Rocks. 

The SeKoaterafl Famaee is located a 
■hort distance west of Munising. where 
b a small Klrenm entering the bay, an 
which is a fine fall of water. 

Onota, miles fiutlier, is a nctr spt- 
dement, where b located Bay Furnace. 
This is the counly-eeat of SchoolcraJl 

(ixAHD Ibland. S miles long and 4 
mites wide, surrounded by bold shores, 
being elevated 300 or 400 leet, is a fine 
piece of land, being for tlie most part 
heavily wooded with hard and soft wood 
timber. Its shores are £imou> for its 
OahcrieB and romantic scenery. Here is 
Bsmull ecttlementonthcsouthendorthe 
iaJnnd; on the north end Btands a „ 
house, erected on a high point of knd.

cago, and 74 miles south of Marquette, 
bjr milroad. It was first Beltled as a 
village in 1863, and now numbers about 
2000 inhabitants, and is taet increaaing 
in wealth and population. Here are a 
bank, 'A churchy 15 nores,4 hotels, and 
a number of fine residences. It is de«- 
tined to become a favorite resort during 
warm weatlier. The TMm Hoiue la 
liandsomel; situated, facing the bay, with 

SilcaBure-grouods attached. Escanaba is 
svorably situated for manufacturing 
purpoiK^ here being already in operation 
aa extensive furnace, erected in 1872 at 
a cost of ^26,000, machine shops, etc. 
The Ore Dock at this place is very large 
and comraodLouii, from whence is annu- 
ally sliip|>ed several hundred thousand 
tons of iron ore lo Eastern and Southern 
markets. Steamers and sail-veisels nm 
between this port and Chicago ; also, to 
ports on the Lower Lakes during the 
seodon of navigation. 

At the entrance to Little Bav dc Noo 
stands a liglit.hoose, where is a large and 
well-protected harbor. Here usually may 
be seen a targe number of vemels taking 
in loads of iron ore nnd pig metal.

Good Harbor Bay, 100 mllea N.E, 
of Ihilulh, is a safe harbor, as its name 
implies.

Grand Mabais Harror, Minn, — 
This harbor is located on the north shore 
of Lake Sujierlor, about 115 miles ea«t 
ofDnliith.

Caribou Islaihi, lying about i5 miles 
south of Michipicoien, near the middle 
of the lake, ia a small body of land at- 
tached to Canada.

Tliia bay ia surrounded by long iinduU- 
ling rui>t(s of hilln, ruggeil precipieea,

" The first rapids on tlie river otpiir 
aboal B quarter of a mile above the land- 
ing at Red Kock, and are a Dtile in length.

There are fifteen rapids or chates 
in all, and at each there is the best of 
triiut fishing. Tliree miles below the 
head of the river are the Virgin Falls, 
25 feet high.

But during the past ihreo 
vcnrs the Qovemment of Conivta liaa 
lieen extending iu surveys lo the public 
lands along the North Shore of Lake 
Hiiperior, past Fort William towutl tha 
B(m1 River country. Mr. Herrick, one 
of the pruvindal surverors, made « tr^ 
vemo of the Nepigon Hiver in ISW, and 
found the distance to the lake to be in a 
eight line less llian tliirty miles. 

The lake, instead of lying cost and 
west for two miles in length, has ila 
longest dbmeter north and Moutli, eeveoty 
miles; its breadth eoat and wist being 
gfty miles. lis height above Lakv &l^

feet Were they elmply a line of elJBh, 
tb^y might not, so far as relates to height 
or e^l«nt, be worthy of a rank among 
great natural ouriosities, although such 
an assomblsge of rucky strata, washed bj 
the waves of the great lake, would not, 
under any oiroumstaooeB, be destitute of 
grandeur. To the voysger coaatiDg along 
their base in hia frail canoe they would, 
at all times, be an object of dread ; tho 
recoil of the surf^ the rodibound ooast, 
affording for miles so place of refuge; the 
lowering sky, the rising wind; oil theae 
would Bxcile his apprehension, aud induce 
him to ply a vigorous oar until the 
dreaded wall was passed. But in the 
Pictured Rocks there are two features 
which commuaiaate to the soenerj a woa- 
derful and almost unique obaracter. Tbeee 
are, first, the curious manner in which th« 
cliffii have been eicavated and wotd away 
by the action of the lake, which for oen- 
turles has dashed an ooean-like surf 
against their base; and, second, the equal- 
ly curioue manner in which large portions 
of the surface have been colored by bands 
of brilliant huea. 

"It is from the latter circumstance that 
the name by which theae cUITb are known 
to the Ajnerican trsvelleris derived; vi-hile 
that ap[)lied to them by the French rnya- 
gatra ('Les Portails'*) is derived from the 
former, and by far the most strildng pe- 
culiarity. 

" The term Pictured Boekt has been in 
use for a great length of lime, but when 
it was first applied wo have been uiuble 
to discover.

" To a strikitig group ofdetached blocks 
the name of 'Sail Rock' haa been given, 
trora its striking resemblaDce to (he jib 
and iD^ssil of a aloop when spread — so 
muoh BO that n-ben viewed from a dis- 
tance, with a full glare of tight upon it, 
while the dif io the rear is lo1\ in the 
shade, the illusion is perfect. The height 
of Che block is about fort? feel. 

" Masses of rock are I^qucntl]' dia- 
lodgod from the clifT, -f wa may judge 
ffom the freshness of the fmotiire and 
the appearance of tlie trees involved in 
the descent. The rapidity with which 
this undermining proceaa is carried on, 
at many paiots, will be readily apprecia- 
ted when we consider that the cliOij do 
not form a aiugle unbrokea line of wall; 
but, on thecoutrary. they preaent numer- 
ouB salient sngtea Io the fuU Girce of the 
waves. A projecting comer is undermin- 
ed until the supi^rincumbeut wvighE be- 
comes loo great, the ovothnnging mnsa 
cracka, and, aided perhaps by the power 
of frost, gradually becomes looacnod and 
finally lopplea with a crash into the lake. 

" The same general arched and broken 
line of diffs borders the coast for a mile 
to the eastward of Sail Rook, where tlie 
most imporaog feature in U>e series, is 
reached. TMs is the Grand Portal— £e 
Ortsnii Fmiail of the I'oyaseum. The gen- 
eral dispoaition of the arched openings 
irbicli traverse Ibis great quadrilatorsl

The Qrud 
Portal, which opens out on the lake, ia 
of niBgxiilloent dimensions, being about 
one hundred foet in height, and one hu&< 
dred and siity-aglit feel brood at tb* 
water.lereL The distance froni tlie verg« 
of the diff over the arch to ihe «ral«r to 
one hundred and thirty-three feet, Icariag 
thirty-three feet for the thicknesa of Um 
rock above Ihe arch itself. The vxtrenM 
heiglit of the chff is about flfly feet oiort, 
mi&ing in all one hundred and eighty- 
throe foot. 

"Jt ia impoatdblo, by any arTUigemsnt 
of words, or by any combiualiou of col- 
ora, to convey an adequate idea of thl* 
wonderful scene. The vast dimtinsion* 
of the cavern, the vaulted passages, Iht 
varied effects of the light, as it streuu 
through the great orcb and faUe on tha 
diOerent objects, the deep emerald green 
of the water, the unvarying swell of the 
•ake, keeping up a suocession of musical 
sohooB, the reverberations of one's own 
voice coming back with itartlmg eflbet, 
all these must be seen, and heard, aad 
felt, to be fully apprcdotcd.

When followed by snow the danger is 
etill more iDcreafted, fhqnontly causing 
the most disastrous shipwrecks.

On eiamining the meteorological Koord 
kept St Fort Mackinac, about 100 mile* 
distant in u soutlii^ast direction frnm Grand 
Island, it was found that the thermume* 
tcr ranged at IS" FahrBnheit at 3 P. K.

ptodacing any other injurious effects than

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without the aid of medicine, other than 
that aSonted by nature — pure aii and 
water. Tlie intense colds of winter are 
here represented as being far more endu- 
rable than in more aoutbern Utitudea, 
along the Atlantic coast, where donp 
northeast storms prevail 

In Fotlcr and Whilncy't Report on tlia 
Geology of Lake Superior, the phenome 
oa of these JluctuaCioaa are elatmratel; 
discussed; and, for the most port, thef 
are found to be the jiremouitioo of an ap- 
pruoching gale. They remark, that the 
enrth may be regarded as surrounded by 
two oceans — one iurial, the other liquid, 
fly the laws which regulate two fluida 
thus rehitivoly situated, a local distur- 
bance in the one would produce a oorre- 
eponding disturbance in the other.

The North Shore 
i* In view, an unending range of hills 
and Diountains, indented here and 
Ui«icwilh beetling crags and frowning 
pedpicex on their summits, with solid 
mils of porphvry and red gmolle at 
tlicir basH, worn hy the w»ter into 
MVcaand all manneroffiuiciful shapes, 
and the whole bathed in that deep, 
dwaoij glamor of purple which anists

Here 
are cuveniB which might shelter (ho 
Titans, gorges which seem falliomless. 
Sometimea a bold headland projected 
out into space, with magnificent relief, 
arid sometinies a soHd wsll of granite 
plunging down into the i>akeuom ■ 
mountain spur. The beaut; of this 
Konh Shore is the beauty of sublimity. 
Nature here is not in her pretty moods, 
toying with water, playing with flow- 
ers, or decorating herself in any bri- 
dnl ntlire of gnseameni, blossoms and 
shells.

"About nightfall, we hud reached 
Pigeon river, the boundary line be- 
tween the United States and Canada, 
and cams to anchor in its otill waters, 
shut in by frowning mountains of rock 
lowering ntiove us on either band. 
There was time for mm to land in small 
bualB before dark, and walk up to the 
Pigeon River Falls, a sight which 
amply repaid us for our Bcranible up 
hill and down dale. Minnehaha must 
yield tlie palm of beauty — or, at least, 
of grandeur — to these. They make a 
dew«nt of about one hundred and fifty 
feet, in two distinct streamK, over a 
table of trap, with projecting spurs, 
which break up and divide the fall in 
Ihe wildest manner.

It «aa 
fair when we started, but we had 
hardly been under way half an hour 
when, as if by magii:, the huuvena 
clouded over. We were near the en- 
tnxKX to the bav which runs between 
two headlands of solid rook. Pie Island, 
rising 850 feet, and Thunder Cape, 
1,300 feet, masHiye, threatening wolU 
of granite^ standing there in an awful 
silence, with nothing around them but 
emaller inlands of naked rock, except 
in one iiidlauce, wliere a perfeet ]iltl« 
gem of an island, hardly lifty feet 
square, rose from (he waiar, coveretl 
with ^a^ and shrubs, with a solitary 
pine in the centre, which, like Heine's, 
seemed (o b« dreaming of the palra, 
which ' lonely and silent sorrows 'mid 
burning rovKs and sands.' In the 
midst of tliis sublime scene, these ter- 
rible rock-shapes around us— which 
looked like rocky monstets just risen 
from tbesnbinarine caverns — this terri- 
ble solitude and silence, which seemeil 
like the solitude of another world, tlie 
clouds cloM^d blackly around lh« 
steamer as if they would erush iL 
It ■eemed as if you ooiild raise your 



hand and touch their dork, fletcy 
whirls. The storm bunt forth in 
awful fury. For a half hour tb« air 
was apparently all ablnie, not with 
Sashes, but absolute aheeli of light- 
ning, which lit up the rocka and luiHs 
with a Rupurb rose color, while lh« 
thunder crashed from crae to crag 
like the roar of a tliousand biitI«rUe. 
Nearer and nearer we came In Ihs 
frowning moimwra guardius the en- 
trance to the bay, showing thetr lofk^ 
whIIs in the glare of the lightning. 
Tlie Captain atuwl, anxiously, ou Ihe 
forward deck, with a silent group 
around liiin, peering aheorl through 
the darkness^ The sea was now run- 
ning heavilr. and the brave alcunor 
plunged wlfdly about. As we catne 
abreast of Ibe entrance, a sheet of 
lightning, niorc vivid than the rat, 
lit Up Uie bay, and showed n denae 
bank of fog inside. Tu enter would 
be folly; the Captain gave the ai^aJ 
to the pilot to about ship, anil m > 
few minutes the steamer wax bMuHIng 
for the South tlhorr, f>elt«l with nun, 
girt about with lightning, and runninc 
at full speed to outstrip the log, wh)<£ 
was chasing us at headlong force bctom 
the mad waves of t^iiperior. it <ivt*> 
look us, however, tike magic, and shut 
us in; we flanke<l it, in turn, by run- 
ning into a harbor in Isle noythe, 
being the fint Steamer wliiuh ever 
entered those wat4>r>; and, iH-'fun' night, 
we were in sight of the S»<iih t<bor« 
i^in, and dancing over wave* which 
were ruddy with snnlight. The In-

" ColuHlmption originalea in all lati' 
tudes, from ihe Egiiator, where ibe 
mean temperature la 80° Fahrenbeil, 
with iilight vuriationB, to the higher 
poiitioii of the Temperate Zone, where 
the mean temperature is 40°, with nud- 
den and violent changes. Tlie opinion, 
Jong entertained, that Consumption is 
peculiar lo cold and humid climateH, if 
rounded in error. Far £rom this beuig 
the cone, the tablex of mortaliQ' warrant 
the concluMon, that Consum|>tion is 
MimetimeH more prevalent in tjopicol 
than in temperaie coimtneo. Con- 
■umption i« rare in the Arctic Regions. 
in Hiberia, Iceland, the Orkneys, atid 
Hebrides, also in the nortli-wei>lern 
portionn of the United States, and wea- 
tem portions of Canada. 

"Ill North America, 'the diseaAC of 
the renpiralory oi^ians, of which Con- 
sumption if the chief, have their maxi- 
mum in New England, in Indtiide 
about 42° where norih-iiaxt winds pre- 
vail, and diminish in all directions 
&om this point Inland. The diminu- 
tion is quite as rapid westwaid as south- 



ward, and a large district near the for- 
tieth parallel is quite uniform M twelve 
to fifteen per cent, of deaths from Con- 
sumption, while MossacJiiisettit varict 
from twenty to tw«iuy-five,* At the 



as low as that occurring in Florida, and 
not exceeding live per cent, of lliv en- 
tire morialitv. It u still lower iu 
Texas, and the absolute minimum for 
the conlinent in temperate latiladw b 
Bouthem California. 

The Upper Peninsula of Midilgwi, 
embracing the whole of the Lake 
(Superior region, Minnesota, Dakota, 
Monlonit. and Washington Tcrrilurr, 
ore all alike exemj>t, in a rcmurkalile 
d^ree, (torn the above fatal dinMiK. 
Invalids, suffering from pulmonatv 
complaints and thimt disessea, are al- 
most uniformly benefilled by the cli- 
mate of the above nonhem nKton ; 
having a mean annual tt^mpenture <d 
from 40° lo 50" Fahrenheit, wilb mod- 
erately cold winters and a dry aliiHW- 
phere.

The scenery il thus glowingly dc' 
aoribed by a recent touriat, and copied 
from the SL Paul Pregi.— 

Dalles of St. Locia, 
July 2(1, 1870. 
Editort St. Paul Prat. 

" It is a niHtter of some surpriM 
how little is known of the topography 
and general cbaracteriftiia of the coun- 
try pierced by the Late Superior and 
MiisiMiippi Bailraad. Some denomi- 
nate it a cold, damp, uninviting pine 
forest, and others a barren, almost 
God-forsaken region. Now, while we 
cannot agree wholly with either claM 
of compUinanta, we allow them all 
due consideration for their opinions. 

" The Dallet af St. Loau make up a 
scene of attractions rarely equalled and 
never excelled. There Nature is seen 
inheroriginBl,priatinewildne#(. Great 
towering forests of pine; grey, rugged 
dykes of slate rock; roaring cascades; 
the never ceasing lullaby of echoing 
hillside or br-reaching ravine; Dal 
one sign of the footstep of the coming 
mareh of pnigreM, save the narrow, 
uninviting, thread-like line of the Lake 
Superior and Mitmsaippi Railronil. 
There it goe* — through hillside, greal 
rock formations, over deep ravines, 

speaking a tribtiM of i>nili« to the en- 
lightened, indomitable will of mail, 
and [he almost {lerfection of engineer- 
ing skill. 



" Let UB quietly start from the hridge 
that spans the St. Luuis river near the 
head of the Dalles, and while walking 
slowly along, note the difficullioa en- 
couiitvreil, overcome, and made sub- 
servient to wientilii: skill. 

"Great elate dykca mr thdr tease- 
lated fronia like some ancient ruin, 
defiant and frowning, ttoiiu the n^gu- 
lar, almost measured reverberation of 
"click,'* "click," as the Errm drill 
alowly i>ut surely enters the de«p liMoa 
of each rock, teils the war has com- 
menceil. Soon Ihe deep raving the 
forest, tJie hilltdde ^ve back, in me*- 
surcd toned, the echoing voice of that 
element, called into requisition by 
human skill and will. The tall rook 
is shiren.'d, and ilicn comes tlie gr«t 
loud blast. Twelve hundred pounds 
of powder is placed dee|i beneath th« 
mass of rock.

Uenerata ^n 
bloody Tictories and are imniurtalued 
on the page of hietorr. Their fame ia 
tamiahed by the tcare, wails, and suf- 
feriuBS of unappreciated tbouaands. 
Bol We nature bovi lo human in^- 
Duitjr, duuineU for commerce are being 
(meaed; unthinking crowds ^lide idly 
alona: and yet scarce a thoueht or a 
woru in praise of tbcae 'who hare 
branght the hills low and made tlie 
rough place* even.' Is not fame an idle 
breath and deserving praise a myth? 

"But on we go, till wearied nature 
wsrna us that rest ia tlie nattiral pana- 
ce« for (oil. A grassy dell, a pure 
trickling riti, invitw repose. Here 
M*4ed, we may survey the roaring cas- 
Cida the turn bl ins, tossed, ftothy 
floodi^ and wonder when man, endow^ 
with vngltiecring shill, will utilise the 
rixty-eight thousand horBC-power op- 
])MM ^ the Dalles of the Bt. f^uie 
river lo the interests of nianuGictiiring 
<leiDaiid«. That day, in our humble 
opinion, w not br distant. The un- 
told wi«lth o( easlem capiialiiita wilt 
Kon render iU tribute, anil what lo- 
diy Is the quiet haunt of the slowly 
wling flih-hawb, will become reso- 
nant with the music of the shrill 
deaving saw, or the iniiBic of untold 
thoaninds of busy spindles. This ia 
nu idle phantasy, nor yet the dream 
of poetic mthu!iinsm. 

"The men who have wielded the 
(wrior and Minn 
I earnest, detem 
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Foresight suggested the first enterpriM 
OS only a sttpping-sloue to the vesti- 
bule of greater, oiighlier consiunm»' 
tiuns. The Dalles of St. Louis river 
will become speedily utillied, and new 
and important manufacturing centres 
created. Nature has here lavished 
untold facilities, subservient to and 
awaiting man's behests. 

"The almost endless slate quarries 
— enough lo supply the world — will 
be opened, and render tribute to wide- 
awake capitalisla. 

"The iron ore treasuresof Lake ga- 
pe rior can be landed at (he foot of the 
Dalles from steamers or barges. 

"The superior quality of llie lumber 
to be there manufactured, the faeilitiei 
for reaching an almost boiindleea mai^ 
ket, ample capital and cheap produc- 
tion, will soon render the Dalles of 
St. Louis the greatest lumber pro- 
ducing centre of the entire Nurih-west. 
There can be no doubt that the City of 
Tliomson must soon become a 



Mountains, to a City of many ihou- 
snndi' of inhabilants. Then, why dotibt 
the future of Thomson, wilh railroad 
shopii, manufacturing facilities, slate 
quarrivs, and the illimitable pine for- 
ests contiguous thereto." 

At the Dalles of St. Louis, on the 
line of the railroad, is one of the 
largest and best slate formations in 
America, and the only available one 
in the United Stales west of Pennsyl- 
vania.

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" About thirteen miles bolow the Palli 
of 3t. Anthony * * In a remarkable 
cave, of amazing depth. The Indiuiw 
term it Wakan leebe, that la. the iwdling 
of the Oodt. 

" The arch within is near Hfleen ft'el 
biKh and about thirty broad ; [he bottom 
oonsiats of clear annd. About thirty toei 
fntiD the entrance beginsn lake, the wal«i 
of which ia tranaparent, and extends la 
an unsearchable distance, for the dark- 
neae of the cave preveata all niwmpta to 
acquire a knowledge of it. • • • • 
I found in this care maoy Indian biero- 
glyphioB, which appeared very andeni, 
for they were so covered with moss that 
it WM with difficulty I could trace them. 
They were cut in a rude manner upon 
the inside of the wall, which was com 
posed of a ttoae bo eitremely soft thai 
it might be easily peactratod with a 
knifo. ■ * * At a little dislancn 
from this dreary cavern is the burying- 
place of BftTerai bands of Naudowessie 
[Dakota] Indiana Though these peopln 
have no fixed residence, being in tents, 
and seldom but a fewmontlis in one spot, 
yet they always bring the bones of their 
dead to this place, which they take tlie 
opportimily of doing when tiie cAi^A meal 
to htid their cmncib ami lo ttllU jmblie af- 
faira for Vu eamiing mmmtr." 

These ancient burial moundj still exist 
on Dayton's Bluff; and, n few years ago, 
Ur, Neitl hod one of them opened. In 
this, which was !18 feet in eircumfeaence 
and 18 feet high, he found tlie teroainsof 
skulU and teeth at the depth of three or 
four feet. 

In ISOT, Major Long was obliged to 
creep through the aandHfone debrit at its 
mouth on all foure. Iii IB37, Nioollet 
worked fur two days toclTect ineulraace, 
nod confirmed the accuracy of Carver's 
description.

"At this EeasoD," taye Carver, "these 
bands go annnnll; to the Grunt Cavo bo- 
(brc manUoned lo luM a fraud eouTieil 
leilA aU itit other barub, wh^ia thty aeOlt 
all (Aeir operaliona fat iitt nuuinf raoi- 
m*r." Thus early was St. Paul tile 
CapiiaX of Jfinixwoto. 

Nothing could be more signiBcaot of 
the guogriiphiooj c«ntrality of SC Paul 
than this fact, that f>om lOKnemoriat time 
it had, at that date, been tho political 
oenira of the scuttared bsodi of the Do^ 
kota nation. 

The FrnsT Lavd Specuiator n St. 
Pact..— It WHS here, too, at this "Great 
Uave," CAol Oufiritmiuieiia'uxoflanii waa 
made and the first deft tigtud in Mione. 
tota. This was Ilie inalrunjanl by which 
the heira of Carver founded their title to 
Carver's trad; which oontaioed 8t~ An- 
thony, St. Paul, and a Inrgo part of Wis- 
consin. The document is curioua, nod 
runs in this wise: 

"To Jonatluui Cwer, a chief nnder 
the most mighty and potent Qeorge the 
rhird.

'nalcesa yearly payment to the above In- 
diana, usually leaving the a(!eucy about 
the Arsi of October, travels west to Utter 
Toil Lake, thenoe north, overtliHOtd Red 
river trail, to Douglas. Folk voantj, 
Minn., situated on Red Lake river, empty- 
the Red river of the North, 
alioiit forty miles west. In this viaiiitr 
the payments are mode. 

Chrsti Tail Laeb and the surrounding 
L-bain of lakes are of the purest water, 
abounding in delicious flsb of dlflbreni 
ktndi. The shores are pebbly, surrounded 
by hard-wood timber, the sugar maple 
tree here predominating, from whi^h 
Urge quanlies of maple sugar are annually 
mui u^tured. The soil is unusually rich, 
f-odudug wild grass three or fbur feet 
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in IteighL The principal game loft (■ 
wild fowl or diffarenl kiada, umoD^ which 
may bo naineil iho pruirie cliicken, grousa, 
partridges, ducks, and wild geese. Deer,

This ia the happy eiperioncp of hun- 
dreds of invalids who have the resolution 
lo visit this health- restoring scotion of 
country, where fevers and oonsiirapCioo 
are almost entirely unknown. Even the 
winter moDtha are endurable and healthy 
in tills region, eiteoding north to the 
British BeiclomGQC near Lake Winnipag, 
M' north latitude.

"ThnI ildioioiiR iieiMia known lu

There is no obstruc- 
tion lo steamboat navi^tion during 
the entire season, the river being deep 
and narrow, with a moderate current 
There are several places where cut-offs 
could be made at verj alight expense, 
that would save miles of distunce 
round by the pr^ent channel. The 
entire distance from the Palis of Bi. 
Atilhon; lo Pokuoma Falls, hj lUe 
windiugs of Ibe river, is estimated at 
six hundred and seventy-flve Piiles. 

Above Pokrgoma FQU, navigation 
is affonled lo the Chippeaa Apenry, on

After leaving Sandy Lake, going 
up the river about seven mile*, we 
Blupped to wood, where a geiitlenian 
by die name of Veraen was getting 
out square limber. Here we put un 
lor vood all the ecore-blM-ks we could 
find. Thev were Norway pine, and 
burned well. 

After gelling through wooding ne 
paused along up llie r] ver by Ibe raoulha 
of Swan river, Split- Hand and Prairie 
river*. Sij miles up the I^urie river 
is the finest iron mines in the world ; 
not worked yet. AlK>ut one mile 
above the mouth of Prairie river re- 
sides an Indian chief, by the name 
of Rabbit, who has adopted the habits 
and customs of civilization, living in 
a good log bouse, owning two yoke of 
oxen, ana also farming quite exten- 
sively. He too hoislt^ Ilie flag on 
the approach of tbe steamer. On 
Monday, Hie 27th day of June, at 
fuuHct, we arrived at the foot of Long 
Kupids, the boat landed, and CapUiin 
Chnrlet R. Biggs went on shore with 
the line, and made lost the seeond 
steamboat that ever ascended the Mis- 
siiwlppi river to this point. 

On Tuesday, the 2Hth day of June, 
Captain Houghton and several othcn, 
with your correi^jiondent, took a bat- 
teau and went up the river some three 
miles to visit the celebrated Falls of 
Fobegoma, situated 416 juiles above 
St. Paul. 

We found at the Falls a hcautiful 
sheet of water, alwui sixty feet wide, 
pouring over a solid ledge of granite 
rook, at an angle of jiboat 45 dcvrees. 
The fiill at this place is about eleven 
feet, with the river tailing fast below; 
so there is about twenty-two feet &U 
within ten todn. On the west side of 
the river is a heavy body of pine 
(while); on the east bant is bard 
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wood timber, but It bag b«cn cut off 
irf the daimanU in days gone by, bo 
there is about eiebi or len acres of 
Inn d cJ eared. We found on this cleared 
land, blueberries, red raspbtrriea, 
ttrawberrica, nnd winlergreen berries. 
After looking at the Falla, and eating 
what berries we wanted, some of di 
tried fixliing, but witbout much buc- 
ceso, a» ibe inh did not feel inclined 
to bile. At about eleven o'clock A. M. 
we all embarked in our batteau and 
returned to (he eteamer; and, imme- 
diately after dinner, steam was got u]i. 
and the nteamer was turned round and 
h«aded down stream, homeward bound. 
After two davH and a half hard run- 
ning we arrired at Crow WinR, all 
tired, and ^lad to see the city on the 
bonier of civilization. 

The people living on Ibe 'Missin- 
■ippi river, and it* irihutariea aboee 
Little Falls, are anxiously looking 
forward to tbe time when they will 



ahip all ihdr grain^ b^ buati^ to the 
crossing of (be Iforltiem PaciSc Rail- 
road on die MisBiHsippi river, tlieuc« 
by rul to Duliitb, and (lien down the 
great Lakes to the sea-board.

swamps; and, with tlie waler-power 
at PoKf^ma — which in unsurpwsed 
by any in the Stale — will, when pro- 
periy ilmined and drbnl. be as lith 
a country OS Holland; and, ere Ions, 
it will be Blled up and settled with

The River and Lake Systera of (hat 
porlion of North America, coinpri'*d 
within the United States and Canada, 
or (lie British Pomesaions, is of the 
moM grand and nteful character. It 
emhracea Ihrte distinct haiina or val- 
leys; that of the MinHiesippi, the St. 
Iriiwrence, and the Saskati^hewan and 
Bed River of the Korlh. The waters

Kolwii Biver into Hudson Bav. This 
ftfi Tollej, running through ten de- 
grees of latitude and twenty dtvreee 
of kmsitude, poii»e«»es a Sibrrian Sum- 
■ur, — 'bringing forlh oerfals and vege- 
tabiea in great ahiindanre for Ihe aua- 
tenance of man an<] beast. 

The Jl/ususi'upi takes its ri«e in Lake 
ItUGft, and other amall Ijikes lying 
vmt the 47th parallel. At first ila 
eoutse is clrcnitous, running eastward 
throagh numerous lakes and expan- 
■lona, when itf course inclines south- 
ward lo the Falls of Su Anthony, 
■iflbrding stretches of navigable walera 
for neveral hundred miles. From be- 
low (he above Fsllfi, or the moulh of 
the Minnesota river, at Fort Snelling, 
it airnrds uninterrupted navigation (o 
the Gulf of Mexico, a distance of up- 
vnrds of two thousand miles. 

Prof, FoBTES savB,— " the sou 
of (he Upper Missiasippi are an 
Ihe great fotrats of conifers, « 
I bitrhn and aspens— aubarclic typ 
which (.-odtititie north, but dwarte 
•titure. until the limits of arborescent 
neetatioa arc reached ; and its mouth 
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IB in the region of the orange, the mag- 
noliB,jind even (he iialm — thiis ap- 
proaebing (he verge of tropical forms. 
A navigable river, flowing through a 
region mi diversified in climate and 
pnductions, can not but become the 
Buurce of h vast inland commerce." 

The C'fjwr Jlfiwininit, above its 
confiuence with the Misaoori river, 
Ibr eight hundred miles, is a grana 
and lovely Bircam ; the channel being 
about half a mile in width, with nume- 
rous islands which spread out the bot- 
tom lands often for scverul mi lev. 
Above Dubuque the famed bluAs ap- 
pear, and, alternately, on both sides of 
the stream until the mouth of the Su 
Crois is reached. 

Lake J'tfiin is an expansion of the 
water, being about twenty-five miles in 
lengUi and three miles wide. Here is 
witnessed tome of the most grand river 
sceneiT imaginable, while the mr- 
rounding atmosphere is of the meet 
bracing and healthy character. 

Tlie Lower itittireijm, "when in 
flood, extends to a width of twenty or 
thirty miles, and (he surplus waters 
find their wav (o the ocean through 
almost interminable swampe. The or- 
dinarv channel, from a half to one 
mile In width, is marked by an outline 
of woods, presenting a great samenen 
of an uninleresting charticler. As the ' 
flood recedes it leaves behind, in 
bottom lands, a sediment as line ana 
fertilizing as the luud of the Nile." 

St. Lmiis EtBrr, forming the head 
nalers of Lake Superior, takes lis rise 
on about the 48lh parallel of latitude, 
almost due north of its outlet into 
Superior Bay. It drains a valley dis- 
tinct from the above Lake, passing 
through a wildemcHs region of counU; 
above the Dalles of (lie River, near 
Fond du L«c, here having a fall of I

Lakes Superior, Huron, Erie fttid 
Ontario, form s snccetBion of banru 
tlirough which the accumulated waters 
Bow, being increaeed by Lake Michj.

Clair, Detroit and Niagara. The S. 
Lavrmce, proper, commencing at the 
outlet of Lake Ontario, where com- 
mences the "ThoUHand ialunda." On 
its onward courae toward tide-watere, 
oboTe Quebec, it has a deacent of 234 
feet, while Lake Superior standi) ele-

Climate of Northern Minnesota. 

In speaking of the peculiar clinintp of 
Fiti Riyl'Ti. -iiiialed nbniit 20 mile« ooutli 
uf Rraineril, ibv surgeon of tlie post, re- 
marks: "This section of Minnesota u. 
no doubt, influenced by cold curicnta of

" Different kinds of plnea, uaka, vkI 
birvh constitute the prevailing frmst 
growth of this region.

Tliu chealnut, 
walnut, and buijcli ore unknown, as u 
every species of fruit trees *<l^ ot culti- 
vated. The soil b gvnerHlly a sundy 
alluvium. The land, al least when first

mers. The avemge deptb of snow dur- 
ing winter is fWim two to ihrw fwl, 
which lies for aixiat five moiith*, — from 
November to April.

Here 
is a natural meadow, producing good hay. 
A number uf farm-houses ore seen on 
the prairie. Pass a stretch of land cov- 
erixl with oak, bass-wood, birch, and ma- 
ple, llcrc the summer days become 
warm, raugina from TO'" to 90° Fahren- 
heit. Nutur^ meudows and small lakes 
ore seen, with some good upland, pro- 
ducing com, wheat, and Tegetablcs in 
abundance. 

A fine pnurie of about IS milts in 
length is next reached, being in part set- 
tled by Germaa fomitivs. llere they are 
preparing to plant forest ireas. Soon 
cross Otter Toil Birer, which was full 
of saw logs, anil a. steam saw-mill in 
operation. A charming prospect is liere 
aiibrdod of iJiB surrounding country, the 

Srairie being covered with grass and 
Qwera of different huw. 
Pebham, 70 miles from Brainwd. 
This in a small Tiilagt^ surrounded by 
rich prairie land, and lying almost as 
level OS a bam Soor. A number of 
farm-houses are seen in the distuioe. 
Pan an exlenaive wheat field, ovned 
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■nd worked br a German 
ber two daughlere. A rolling prairie 
with clumps of trees is next paiied - 
yon proceed westward. Here are on 
tad wheat Gelds inclofted bj fences. 

For about one hundred milei east 
Moorhead, on the Bed River, and for 
sovcrol hundred miles north and soulb, 
is Kaid to be a productive prairie region, 
while west of the river the region h 
vastly increased, extending north-west 
inro the Valley of the Saskatchawan. 

HoGAST, 81 miles, is a small village, 
■urroundcd by lovely lakea and a rolling 
prairie, which ia very fertile, producing 
torn, oats, vheat, and vegetablea of al- 
most every Tariely. A field was paMed 
with corn standing H or 10 feet high, 
while catlle are seen feeding in rich nat- 
ural meadows, affording a most pleafling 
prospect, A growth of hard wood ia 
pawwd, with Boroe tamarack, before com- 
ing to DtlroU Lain, an extensive and 
beautiful sheet of water, sutrounded by 
finely-wooded banks. Pike, pickerel, 
blaek-bass, and other fish, boBidea wild 
game, are here taken in large quantities. 

Fra^ee City is a new settlement, 
about one mile from Hobart. 

Detroit, capital of Becker Co., Minn,, 
92 miles from Broinenl and 47 miles 
Irom Moorhead, ia a flourishing town, 
settled mostly by a colony of New Eng- 
landers, numbering some 400 or 500 
souki. Good forming lands surround 
lliis favored place, do doubt, soon des- 
tined to raise vaU> importance as a centre 
for the purchase and shipment of the 
products of the adjacent country. 

Oak Laxi^ 96 miles, is another fine 
bmiy of water, lying two miles north of 
(liu railroad. Ilere is a settlement sul^ 



AuDtiBON, 90 miles, is situated on tlie 
side of a beautiful lake, surrounded by 
prairie and woodland. This place is on 
the line of nonbem settlement* U the

Hawlet, llfi miles, is a scttlenunl 
situated on Buflalo River. Here is a 
beautiful rolling prairie, with stnnll tr<ies 
skirting the river banks. Ilucks, geat-, 
and grouse are to be seen in Urge nam- 
bers in the autumn months. 

MusKODA, 1'20 miles^ is sarrounded 
by a rolling prairie, where are l« be 
found prairie clilckcjis in large numbolt. 
Cross and re-croM tlie BuSalo Kiver, 
here lined with handsome treen, hongini; 
over the stream. Miti^ of the land u 
under cultivation, stretching as far as can 
be seen southward. Fierce, driving culd 
winds are said to sweep over th«e [irai- 
ri«e during the winter months, wliit* &ta 
rage in the autumn, tunning wlib the 
wind like a race-horse,

This steady summer heat of the 
Red River country, and farther North, 
forms a Climatic Infiuence tlial rausea 
the New NoiiTB-wesr to be blewed with 
a SUeridn Summer, thereby redeeming 
millions of acres of land from the chill- 
iug infiuence that comes sweeping down 
from Hudson Ray, crowding down the 
thermometer or Isothermal line from the 
head of Lake Superior to the ea!itcm 
Atlantic coast. Then, again, this fa- 
vored section of countiy has less fall of 
moisture, rain or snow, during the win- 
ter months than blls in the EoHteru 
States, the usual difference Iwing iw two 
is to (en inches of moisture or water. This 
same favorable climatic inSuence ex- 
tends north-west to Ihe Upper Missouri 
and the Valley of the Saskatchawan, in 
British America.
